nilp. which Maijyiij-s maintain with 
such dignity and consistency .

"Intolerance has no place at Mc.Gill" is a saying that has 
ped up in several conversations lately. This is too obvious a 
t to be of much value, and yet its truth is unquestioned. For 
jtic thing, McGill is a University, and by that name implies that she 
receives men and women of all races, creeds and decent opinions. 
No institution can fairly claim the title of University when it limits 
its scope to students of ore particular sect or class. 

If Mercy i? tvdee blest. Intolerance is surely doubly cursed. 
Intolerance is contrary to ideas of British fair play, as it takes into 
account only one point of view; it dislikes arbitration as a solution 
of difficulties, preferring whole-hearted surrender to its way of 
thinking; and it wounds without giving the victim, in many cases, 
a chance to retaliate. 

But the inîolerent man is more to be pitied than he who suf- 
fers from him. The former, bearing his burden with more or less 
patience, can congratulate himself upon his chance of avoiding 
the faults ot the intolerant, chief of which are imperiousness, super- 
ciliousness, want of forbearance, and charity, and a growth of dic- 
tatorial habits. 

And Intolerance has still another curse. The intolerant man 
brands himself for all to see as the victim of the most exalted form 
of egotism. He puts himself upon a pedestal from which he dares 
to direct "his associates, while ht condemns with all his strength 
those who venture to disagree with him. 

Not mentioned in the curriculum of any faculty, tolerance is 
a subject tnught in a!!. The aim of a University is to educate its 
people, and intolerance and its brother, bigotry, have but little 
power against knowledge and a broad outlook on life, . .-

II. em on and taking whichever side 
fits best Into the drama.. The vllltnn 
(Rupert Hchlldkrant), Is Injured In the 
arm by the muscular hero, and nf'er 
spending a. roupie of hundred years 
In hea.ven or tell, returns to earth re- 
taining thp Injury and possesses a 
burning conscience. The heroine crimes 
out of her daze,' to find herself In the 
fiercely burning wreck, and from this 
Inferno, everybody emerges happy and 
comtcnle'd. 

Tn this picture, diametrically op- 
poser! to several fundamental Biblical 
truths, Mr. fjeMille sets out to prove 
thai prayer Is always efficacious, and 
under the impulse of prayer, the erst- 
while vllllan's arm heats in a minute. 
It is doubt fu if such moraJs do much 
good. The mystery of the film ra.-.h«-r 
takes away the effect of the moral 
truth, as does the fact, that the whole 
film is so utterly iniprobahlo tha: the 
truth of the moral could just as easily 
be questioned. The acting Is good - not 
better. The scenic effects of the 
seventeenth century romance are re- 
markable, but the others are too ar.i- 
flciaj. 

The comedy Is much the same a-s 
usual, with wild animals roaming 
round the floors of a ' certain house, 
scaring the occupants and making 
them do the regular film antics. 

The orchestral overture "Faus:" 
assisting by the PaJace Male Quar- 
tette, was excellently rendered, far. 
far better than usual. 

More films of Annette Kellerman and 
Western wild flowers form the in- 
teresting part of the ne-ws reel.
